A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin, 
approved  March  nineteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  aud  sixty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  each  and  every  ward,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  representation,  in  the  common  council, 
by  a  resident  of  the  ward;  and  in  case  of  the  removal  of 
any  such  councilman  from  the  ward  which  he  was  elected 
to  represent,  his  seat  shall  be  declared  vacant  by  the  com¬ 
mon  council,  at  the  next  meeting,  or  as  early  as  possible, 
at  which  time,  a  special  election  shall  be  ordered  to  supply 
the  vacancy;  and  in  case  such  vacancy  shall  be  declared 
within  thirty  days  previous  to  the  day  of  holding  the  an¬ 
nual  elections  for  the  said  city,  the  same  shall  be  filled  at 
such  regular  election;  Provided ,  at  least  five  days’ previous 
notice  of'  the  filling  of  such  vacancy  be  given  in  two  daily 
newspapers,  published  in  said  city.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  passed  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-two,  to  authorize  the  arrest  of  professional  thieves,  burglars,  et  cetera, 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

Section  I.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of  an  act  to 
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authorize  the  arrest  of  professional  thieves,  burglars,  et  cet¬ 
era,  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  approved  March  thirteenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-two,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  extended  to  authorize  the  arrest  of  professional 
thieves,  burglars,  or  pickpockets,  at  any  hotel,  restaurant, 
auction  sale,  in  private  residence,  passenger  car,  or  at  any 
other  gathering  of  people,  whether  few  or  many,  in  the 
cities  of  Philadelphia,  Allegheny,  Lancaster,  Harrisburg 
and  Pittsburg.

To  an  act  to. incorporate  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin,  ap¬ 
proved  the  nineteenth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  aud  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  when  any  of  the  streets,  or  alleys,  in  the  city  of 
vide” for ° fr'i-a"  Harrisburg,  shall  have  been  directed  to  be  opened,  graded, 
ding  of  streets  and  curbed,  and  the  damages  assessed,  and  paid,  as  provided 
or  alleys,  di-in  the  thirty-fifth  and  thirty-sixth  sections  of  the  act  to 
opened,  &.  b<?  which  this  is  a  supplement,  the  common  council  may  pro¬ 
vide,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  grading  of  the  whole,  or 
any  part,  of  said  streets,  or  alleys,  as  the  same  may  be 
rendered  necessary  by  the  progress  of  improvements,  along 
the  route  of  said  streets,  or  alleys,  or  warranted  by  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  finances  of  the  city. 

andt0 vi u'of Section  2.  That  Cotton  alley,  in  the  Fourth  ward  of  the 
Cumberland  city  of  Harrisburg,  and  Cumberland  street,  between  the 
street,  vacated  Pennsylvania  railroad  and  Eighth  street,  in  the  Sixth  ward 
of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  va¬ 
cated  ;  and  V erbeke  street,  in  the  Sixth  ward  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  be,  and  the  same  is  herebyextended  from  Front 
Extension  of  street  to  low  water  mark,  on  the  Susquehanna  river ;  and 
authorized!'60 1  s£l^  Verbeke  street,  between  Sixth  and  Seventh  streets, 
shall  be  of  the  width  of  seventy  feet,  instead  of  eighty  feet, 
oveeu 'certain  as  at  Present  laid  out;  and  the  turnpike  formerly  part  of 
streets,  deciar- Second  street,  in  the  Fifth  ward,  between  North  street  and 
cd  a  highway.  jjerr  streef;  ps  hereby  declared  a  public  highway. 

Representa-  Section  3.  That  each  ward,  in  the  city  of  ilarrisburg, 
tl0wa°d  eTnh  hereafter,  separately  elect,  and  be  represented,  in  the 

school  board  boards  of  school  directors.  The  First  and  Second  wards 
fixc(1,  shall  be  equally  represented,  in  the  board  of  school  direc- 
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tors,  of  the  first  district.  The  second  district  shall  be  rep¬ 
resented  by  two  school  directors  from  the  Third  ward,  two 
from  the  Fourth  ward,  one  from  the  Fifth  ward,  and  one 
from  the  Sixth  ward.

A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  an  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  the  mayor  and  common  council,  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg,  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow 
any  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
to  meet  an  appropriation,  for  which  the  faith  of  said  city 
was  pledged,  by  a  resolution  of  said  council,  passed  on  the 
sixteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Approved — The  twenty-third  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four.

To  authorize  an  increase  in  the  rate  of  taxation,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  the  common  council,  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg, 
shall  have  poAver  to  increase  the  rate  of  taxation,  from  six 
mills  (the  present  rate  of  taxation,  in  said  city)  to  a  rate 
not  exceeding  ten  mills  on  the  dollar ;  and  that  so  much  of 
section  ttventy-seven,  of  the  charter  of  said  city,  as  is  incon¬ 
sistent  hereAvith,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

Approved — The  fourth  day  of  May,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four. 
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A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  act  incorporating  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  providiug  for  authority  to  bor¬ 
row  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  election  of  an  additional  coun¬ 
cilman,  and  relating  to  the  election  of  school  directors. 


SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth,  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gener¬ 
al  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same ,  That  in  addition  to  the  authority  conferred  by  the 
Couueii  au-  twenty-seventh  section  of  the  act  incorporating  the  city  of 
borrowdan°ad-  Harrisburg,  the  common  council,  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg, 
ditionai  sum  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow,  on  the  credit  of  said  city, 
ot  money.  any  surrii  or  SUms  of  money,  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  and  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness, 
therefor,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  said  act  of  incorpora- 
phed  t0  bC  ap"  ^on  :  Provt'd€d-i  That  said  money  shall  only  be  applied  to 
improvement  purposes,  such  opening  and  grading  the 
streets,  enlarging  and  extending  the  sewers,  extending  the 
water  pipes  into  the  Susquehanna  river,  and  making  such 
other  improvements,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  neces 
sary.

term  of  one  year,  one  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and 
one  for  the  term  of  three  years ;  and  each  of  said  wards 
shall,  annually,  thereafter,  elect  one  qualified  citizen,  to 
serve  as  school  director,  for  the  term  of  three  years.  The 
Fifth  and  Sixth  wards,;  of  said  city,  shall  each,  hereafter, 
be  entitled  to,  and  elect  severally,  two  directors,  one  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  two  years ;  and  one  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  three  years ;  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  terms 
of  the  school  directors,  so  elected,  and  that  of  they: 
successors,  each  of  the  said  wards  shall,  separately 
as  often  as  may  be  necessary,  elect  one  qualified  citizen,  to 
serve  for  the  term  of  three  years  :  Provided,  That  terms  of

office  of  the  present  directors,  in  the  several  wards  afore¬ 
said,  shall  expire  and  terminate,  at  the  next  municipal  elec¬ 
tion  in  said  city.

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AN  ACT 

To  compel  the  Cumberland  Valley  Kailroad  Company  to  guard  against  acci¬ 
dent*,  along  their  line  of  road,  in  the  city  of  Harrisbnrg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gener¬ 
al  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same ,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Cumberland  Valley  ltailroad  Com¬ 
pany  to  keep  signals  and  flagmen,  stationed  on  Front  street, 
on  Second  street,  on  Third  street  and  on  Fourth  street, 
along  their  line  of  railroad,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  signal  the  approach  of  all  trains,  upon 
said  road,  and,  also,  give  good  and  timely  notice,  to  all  per¬ 
sons,  either  walking  riding,  or  driving,  towards  said  rail¬ 
road,  upon  the  approach  of  all  trains  of  cars:  for  each  and 
ever}7  violation  of  this  act,  the  said  company  shall  forfeit  and 
pay, to  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three^hun- 
dred,  nor  more  than  three  thousand  dollars,  recoverable  in 
the  courts  of  Dauphin  county.

To  authorize  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Harrisbnrg  to  vacate  streets 
and  alleys,  or  parts  of  streets  or  alleys,  in  said  city  for  the  better  accomoda¬ 
tion  of  the  passenger  travel,  by  railroad  through  said  city. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  an  l  Hoyse  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  "■uthority  of  the 
same,  That  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg  council  an- 
bc  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  vacate  such  streets  ’homed  tova- 
and  alleys,  or  parts  of  streets  and  alleys,  in  said  city,  upon^-eets  anYai- 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  agreed  upon,  with  the  leys. 
Pennsylvania  Rail  Road  Company,  as  in  the  judgment  of 
said  parties  may  be  needful,  to  provide  suitable  depots  and 
other  accommodations,  for  the  passenger  travel,  by  railroad 
of  and  through  said  city. 

Section  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  May  make 
the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section,  the  said  council  is  relation  thei-e- 
hereby  authorized  to  make  such  contract,  or  contracts,  as  to. 
may  be  necessary ;  all  of  which  shall  be  duly  recorded,  in 
the  recorder’s  office,  of  the  county  of  Dauphin. 

Section  8.  Any  owner,  or  owners,  of  real  estate,  who  Damages, how 
may  sustain  dam ge,  by  reason  of  such  vacating  of  any  street  ^eas9ts50<1’ 
or  alley,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  may  apply  to  the  court  of

To  the  act  incorporating  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  that  at  the  next  soring  election,  in  the  city  of  D  arris- 
burg,  the  qualified  electors  of  the  Fifth  and  Sixth  wards 
shall  elect  one  qualified  citizen,  of  each  of  said  wards,  in 
addition  to  the  number  now  authorized,  by  law.  to  fill  the 
office  of  member  of  the  common  council  of  said  city,  who 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  three  years;  and 
every  third  year  hereafter  one  person  shall  be  elected,  as 
aforesaid,  at  the  spring  election,  in  each  of  said  wards. 

Section  2.  That  the  citizens  of  the  Second  ward  shall,  at 
the  next  election,  elect  one  additional  alderman  for  the  said 
ward,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  date  of  his  com¬ 
mission;  and  every  fifth  year  thereafter  one  person  shall  be 
so  elected.

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AN  ACT 

Relating-  to  fines  and  penalties,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act  it  shall  he 
the  duty  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Harris¬ 
burg,  to  make  a  statement,  under  oath,  to  the  judges  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Dauphin,  who  may 
require  the  production  of  their  books  and  dockets,  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  April,  July  and  October,  in  each 
year,  of  all  fines  and  penalties  levied,  received  and  collected, 
by  them,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  March  thirty - 
first,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  entitled  “An 
Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,”  and  the 
act  of  April  twentieth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
fifty-six,  entitled  “An  Act  supplementary  to  an  act  to  regu¬ 
late  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,”  and  shall,  at  the  same 
time,  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  school  district,  in 
which  such  fines  and  penalties  are  levied  and  collected,  the 
amount  of  said  fines  and  penalties  for  the  use  of  said  school 
district;  and  should  any  of  the  said  officers  fail  to  furnish 
said  statement  and  pay  over  said  amount  collected  and  so 
required,  as  aforesaid,  the  party  so  offending  shall  forfeit 
and  pay,  to  the  said  school  district,  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered,  by  an  action  of  debt,  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin;  all 
laws,  inconsistent  with  the  above,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Approved — The  seventeenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-six. 


AN  ACT 

To  establish  a  high  school,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of  controllers  of 
common  schools,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  to  establish  a 
high  school  for  said  city,  which  said  high  school  shall  be 
open  to  pupils  residing  in  any  of  the  wards  of  the  city  afore¬ 
said  ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  board  shall  erect  the 
necessary  buildings,  in  such  location  as  shall  be  determined 
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on  by  a  majority  of  the  board ;  and  the  said  board  may  bor¬ 
row  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  meet 
the  expense  thereof,  and  may  levy  and  collect  taxes,  under 
the  common  school  law,  to  repay  the  money  thus  borrowed, 
or  meet  the  expenses  of  the  building.

A  FURTHER  SPPLEMENT 

To  the  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  in  the  county  of  Dauphin. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep-  * 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  That  Seventh  street,  from  Granite  alley  to  Mnclav 
street,  in  said  city,  as  laid  out  by  the  commissioners,  desig¬ 
nated  under  the  thirty-ninth  section  of  the  act  to  incorporate 
the  city  of  Harrisburg,  to  which  this  is  a  further  supple¬ 
ment,  is  hereby  vacated,  and  all  ordinances  and  proceed¬ 
ings  providing  for  the  opening  of  said  part  of  Seventh 
street  are  hereby  declared  to  be  null  and  of  no  effect;'  and 
it  is  hereby  enacted,  that  in  lieu  of  the  said  part  of  Seventh 
street,  the  public  road,  known  as  Pennsylvania  avenue,  in 
said  city,  shall  be  adopted,  ratified  and  confirmed  as  one  of 
the  public  streets  of  said  city,  to  be  known  as  Seventh 
street;  and  the  said  street  shall  be  opened,  to  the  width  of 
sixty  feet,  from  Granite  alley  to  Mac  lay  street,  the  ground 
necessary  for  widening  said  street  to  be  taken  oft’  the  lots 
on  the  west  side  of  said  street;  ami  where  the  lines  of  said 
public  road  are  curved  lines,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  change 
them  to  right  lines,  making  the  necessary  angles  at  the 
intersecting  streets,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  interfere  with 
the  lots  on  the  eastern  side  of  said  street:  And  it  is  further 
enacted,  That  Thomson  alley,  and  all  parts  of  streets  and  al¬ 
leys  as  laid  out  by  the  above-mentioned  commissioners,  be¬ 
tween  said  Thomson  alley  and  Seventh  street,  as  above  laid 
out,  below  Maclay  street,  are  hereby  vacated;  Provided, 
That  the  damages  that  may  arise,  from  the  opening  pt 
Seventh  street,  shall  be  ascertained  and  assessed  as  is  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  the  thirty-fifth  section  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  further  supplement.

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AN  ACT 

To  authorize  Jacob  Shell,  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  to  connect  two  islands  in 

the  Susquehanna  river. 

Section'  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  oj  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth,  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  Jacob  Shell,  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  in  the 
county  of  Dauphin,  and  State  of  Pennsylvania,  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  to  fill  up,  and  raise  above  high  water 
mark,  so  much  of  the  bed  of  the  Susquehanna  river,  as  lies 
between  the  island,  known  as  Independence  island,  and

shall  be  vested  in  the  select  council,  the  common  council, 
ora  quorum  thereof  and  the  mayor;  and  the  select  and 
common  council,  respectively  assembled,  shall  have  all  and 
singular  the  pow®  and  authorities,  rights,  and  privileges, 
incident  to  the  corporation  and  to  the  well  governing  there¬ 
of,  which  were  formerly  vested  in  the  common  council,  by 
the  act  of  March  nineteen,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty. 

Section  4.  A  quorum  of  the  select  council,  and  of  the 
common  council,  shall  consist  of  a  majority  of  the  nhmber 
of  members  constituting  those  bodies  respectively  ;  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  aforementioned  members,  in  each  body,  shall 
be  required  to  pass  a  bill,  ordinance,  or  joint  resolution, 
which  may  have  been  objected  to,  in  writing,  by  the  mayor; 
the  aforesaid  select  and  common  councils  shall  be  governed 
in  their  proceedings,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable,  by  the 
rules  for  the  government  of  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania. 

Section  5.  The  offices  of  school  directors,  and  select  and 
common  councilmen,  are  hereby  declared  incompatible;  no 
select  or  common  councilmen  shall  hereafter  hold  the  office 
of  school  director,  without  first  vacating  his  seat  in  the 
select,  or  common  council,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Section  6.  That  the  mayor  and  president  judge  of  the  dis¬ 
trict  shall  appoint  all  police  officers  and  constables,  author¬ 
ized  by  the  city  laws ;  and  all  other  city  officers,  now  elect¬ 
ed  by  the  common  council,  by  the  act  of  March  nineteenth,

elected  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April,  every  year,  by  the

That  a  full  and  correct  report  of  the  doings  Report  of  do- 
of  the  select  and  common  councils,  shall  be  published  with-  dis^be^ub- 
in  three  days  after  they  occur, 'in  at  least  two  English  daily  listed, 
newspapers,  having  the  largest  circulation ;  and  no  ordi¬ 
nance,  public  account,  proclamation,  or  other  matter  now 
required  to  be  published,  shall  be  legal  and  of  binding  ef¬ 
fect,  until  the  same  has  been  published  three  times,  in  at 
least  two  English  daily  papers  having  the  largest  circula¬ 
tion. 

Section  8.  The  fees  to  be  received  by  the  mayor  and  al-  Fccs  of  mayor 
deTmen,  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  where  the  same  has  tOr^tWe’to^' 
be  paid  by  the  county  of  Dauphin,  shall  be  as  follows  :  In¬ 
formation,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  for  every  ten 
words  two  cents ;  docket  entry,  on  behalf  of  the  common¬ 
wealth,  ten  cents ;  warrant,  or  mittimus,  on  behalf  of  the 
commonwealth,  twenty-five  cents;  taking  a  recognizance, 
and'returning  the  same  to  coxrt,  twenty-five  cents  ;  enter¬ 
ing  judgment  on  conviction  for  fine,  fifteen  cents;  warrant 
to  levy  fine,  or  forfeiture,  twenty-five  cents ;  discharge  to 
jailor,  fifteen  cents;  committing  any  person  for  drunkeness, 
disorderly  conduct,  or  as  a  vagrant,  twenty-five  cents.  But 
no  person  shall  be  committed  as  vagrant,  on  their  own  vol¬ 
untary  application  for  lodging,  but  said  officers  shall  give 
the  party  a  note  to  the  jailor,  to  receive  them,  for.  which  the 
officer  shall  be  allowed  ten  cents ;  where  the  costs  have  to 
be  paid  by  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  or  have  not  been 
altered  by  this  act,  the  fees  shall  be  as  heretofore.  The  fees 
to  be  received  by  the  police  officers,  or  constables,  within 
the  city,  where  the  same  has  to  be  paid  by  the  county,  shall 
be  as  follows  :  Fgr  executing  warrant,  on  behalf  of  the  com¬ 
monwealth,  forty  cents;  conveying  to  jail,  on  mitimus,  or 
warrant,  twenty-five  cents ;  arresting  a  vagrant,  or  disor¬ 
derly  person,  or  other  offender  against  the  laws,  with¬ 
out  a  warrant,  and  bringing  before  the  mayor  or  alderman, 
twenty-five  cents  ;  levying  fine,  or  forfeiture,  on  warrant, 
twenty-five  cents ;  taking  the  body  into  custody  on  miti¬ 
mus,  where  bail  is  afterwards  entered,  before  delivery  of  the 
prisoner  to  the  jailor,  twenty-five  cents ;  where  the  costs 
have  to  be  paid  by  the  parties,  or  either  of  them,  or  the 
fees  have  not  been  altered  by  this  act,  they  shall  remain  as 
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heretofore,  and  this  act  shall  only  apply  to  the  execution 
of  process,  or  the  arrest  of  parties,  within  the  city  limits. 

Section  9.  All  provisions  in  the  act  of  March  nineteenth, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty,  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.

Relating  to  Parks  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General 
Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the 
same ,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  citizens  and  property 
owners  residing  on  Front  street,  or  owning  property  there¬ 
on,  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  to  maintain  and  keep  up  the 
fences,  as  now  located  on  said  street,  between  Mulberry  and 
State  streets,  in  said  city,  leaving  open  passage  ways,  as  at 
present,  for  the  cross  streets  and  roads  leading  to  the  river, 
and  also  to  make  fences  around  each  of  said  parks, 
on  the  side  next  the  river,  and  to  ornament  the  grounds 
within  said  several  enclosures,  by  planting  trees  or  shub- 
bery,  therein  ;  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  resident  citizens, 
or  property  owners  to  make  similar  enclosures  between 
Walnut  and  State  streets,  in  said  city,  and  ornament  the 
ground,  when  enclosed,  in  like  manner,  and  keep  up  said 
enclosures :  Provided ,  That  all  of  the  above  named  fences, 
enclosures  and  ornamention,  shall  be  made  and  kept  up  by 
the  voluntary  contributions  of  the  citizens  ;  and  the  parks 
so  made  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  public;  and  those  to  be 
enclosed  between  Walnut  and  Pine  streets,  shall  not  be  of 
greater  width,  or  intrude  more  on  the  traveled  way,  than 
does  the  fence  now  made  between  Market  and  Walnut 
streets. 

Section  2.  Any  person  injuring,  or  breaking  down,  any 
of  the  fences,  trees,  or  shrubbery,  in,  or  around  said  parks, 
shall  be  subject  to  pay  double  damages  therefor,  to  be  re¬ 
covered  by  action  of  trespass,  before  the  mayor,  an  aider- 
man,  or  justice  of  the  peace,  in  the  name  of  the  common¬ 
wealth;  and  the  money,  so  recovered,  shall  be  applied  to¬ 
wards  repairing  the  injury  and  ornamenting  the  grounds,  or 
keeping  up  the  fences  on  the  park  injured;  and  the  mali¬ 
cious,  or  wanton,  injury,  or  destruction,  of  any  fence,  tree, 
or  other  article,  in,  or  around,  said  parks,  shall  also  be  pun- 
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ished  by  indictment,  as  other  acts  of  malicious  mischief  are 
by  law  punishable.

in  to  said  treasurer ;  and  the  remaining  one-half  of  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  opening  and  making  the  said  new  portion  of  said 
state  road  shall  be  paid  by  the  town  council  of  the  borough 
of  Gettysburg,  by  orders  drawn  upon  their  treasurer,  out  of 
any  moneys  in  the  treasury  of  said  borough,  raised  or  to  be 
raised  by  borough  taxes ;  and  the  said  town  council  are  au¬ 
thorized  to  audit  the  portion  of  the  said  expenses  to  be  paid 
by  said  borough.

A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  act  of  March  nineteen,  one  thousand  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  enti¬ 
tled  “An  Act  to  incorporate  the  city  of  Harrisburg,”  providing  for  a  luan  ex 
tending  its  limits,  re-districting  the  city  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  Gener¬ 
al  Assembly  met ,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of 
the  same ,  That  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg  ^t]h^'3zecl  t0 
shall  have  authority  to  borrow  any  sum,  or  sums  of  money,  amUseJe '°cer- 
not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  issue  certifi-  tiflcatee  there- 
cates  of  loan  therefor,  as  provided  in  the  twenty-seventh  sec-  for' 
tion  of  the  act  incorporating  said  city,  for  the  purpose  of 
paying  the  outstanding  indebtedness  of  the  city  incurred  up 
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to  the  first  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty- 
eight,  and  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  capacity  of  the 
public  reservoir :  Provided ,  That  auy  balance  remaining 
after  the  payment  of  the  outstanding  debt  and  the  increase 
of  the  reservoir,  shall  from  time  to  time  be  appropriated  for 
the  improvement  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg.  That  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  the  common  councils  of  the  city  of  Harris¬ 
burg  hereafter  to  make  appropriations  during  any  fiscal 
year  for  any  purpose  whatever,  in  excess  of  the  revenue  for 
that  year,  except  in  cases  of  extraordinrry  accidents  to  the 
water  works,  which  may  require  appropriations  in  order  to 
enable  councils  to  make  the  necessary  provisions  to  insure 
a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of 
Real  estate  of  Harrisburg.  That  all  real  estate  situated  in  said  citv, 
corporations  owned  or  possessed  by  any  corporation,  except  religious 
e ducation a l °  ^  a  Q  d  educational  corporations,  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made 
excepted)  sub- subject  to  taxation  for  city  purposes,  the  same  as  other  pro¬ 
perty  in  said  city;  any  law  or  laws  contrary  to  or  inconsis¬ 
tent  with  this  section  are  hereby  repealed.  That  the  city 
councils  are  hereby  empowered  to  levy,  assess  and  collect 
for  the  use  of  the  city,  an  annual  tax,  not  exceeding  one-, 
third  of  one  mill  per  dollar  on  the  average  quarterly  busi¬ 
ness  of  all  insurance  companies,  insurance  agencies,  express 
and  telegraph  companies,  or  other  agencies  or  corporations 
doing  business  in  said  city,  which  do  not  now  pay  city  tax; 
and  in  case  any  cashier,  treasurer,  secretary  or  other  officer 
of  any  incorporation,  association  or  company,  the  business 
whereof  is  made  taxable  under  this  act,  shall  feel  aggrieved 
by  any  assessment  made  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  that  then 
the  aforesaid  city  councils  shall  have  power  to  amend  the 
said  assessments,  upon  such  cashier,  treasurer,  secretary  or 
other  officer  filing  his  or  their  affidavit  before  the  city 
councils  aforesaid,  stating  that  the  amount  or  value  of  said

That  the  second  section  of  the  supplement  to  the 
act  incorporating  the  city  of  Harrisburg,  approved  the  thir¬ 
teenth  day  of  March,  Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-seven,  creating  the  select  council,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the  office  of  select  council 
is  hereby  abolished  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 
That  there  shall  be  one  alderman  elected  in  each  of  the  re¬ 
spective  wards  of  the  said  city  at  the  next  election  provided 
for  in  this  act :  in  such  ward  having  a  vacancy  caused  by 
the  change  in  the  wards  created  bv  this  act  there  shall  be 
one  alderman  elected  at  the  election  herein  mentioned,  in 
the  same  manner  as  aldermen  are  elected  under  the  act  of 
assembly  of  this  State,  passed  the  twenty-first  day  of  June, 
Anno  Domini  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty-nine, 
and  the  supplements  thereto.

that  at  the  same  time  and  place  of  holding  the  election  of 
city  officers,  the  voters  of  the  First,  Third,  Fourth,  Fifth, 
Sixth,  Seventh  and  Ninth  wards  shall  each  elect  three  qual¬ 
ified  citizens  for  school  directors,  one  to  serve  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years ;  that  the  voters

lished  by  law;  and  the  said  passenger  railway  companies llshed  giaae' 
are  hereby  required  to  remove  any  dirt,  gravel  or  other 
materials  or  obstructions  placed  on  any  of  the  said  streets

cupied  by  said  railway  tracks,  and  the  cross  ties  upon  which 
the  said  tracks  shall  rest ;  that  is  to  say,  between  the  tracks 
of  said  railway,  and  for  whatsoever  distance  from  the  outer 
edge  of  each  rail  on  either  and  both  sides  of  the  track  of  the 
said  railway,  the  streets  may  be  occupied  by  the  said  cross¬ 
ties,  so  that  no  obstruction,  hinderance  or  delay  may  be 
thereby  presented  to  the  free  and  uninterrupted  use  of  any 
of  the  said  streets  by  the  public  which  may  be  thus  occu¬ 
pied  by  any  of  the  said  passenger  railway  companies  in 
pursuance  of  their  acts  of  incorporation  ;  and  the  said  tracks 
shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  grade  now  established,

been  given  by  the  Street  Commissioner  of  said  city  of  Har¬ 
risburg,  and  upon  failure  to  comply  with  said  notice  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Street  Commissioner  to  have 
the  said  dirt,  gravel  or  obstruction,  removed  from  said 
street  at  the  expense  of  said  railway  companies.

Engineer,  and  First  and  Second  Assistant  Engineers — the 
mode  of  conducting  said  election  to  be  prescribed  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Fire  Association  Insurance  Com¬ 
pany  of  the  city  of  Harrisburg. 

Section  2.  That  the  election  of  II  C.  Shaffer  as  Chief Election 
Engineer,  Joseph  Montgomery  as  First  Assistant  Engineer,  proved.  ar 
and  Samuel  Ebersol  as  Second  Assistant  Engineer,  is  here¬ 
by  approved,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  a.  b.,  1870.

In  the 
absence  of  both,  the  Second  Assistant  Engineer  shall  take 
command  ;  and  if  all  the  above  named  officers  are  absent, 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  Safety  Committee  shall  have 
full  authority  to  act.  ' 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  01 
to  exercise  a  careful  supervision  over  all  the  city  property 
occupied  and  in  use  by  the  different  fire  companies,  and  to 
report  in  writing  to  council  any  destruction,  waste,  neglect 
or  abuse  of  the  same  forthwith  ;  he  shall  also  on  the  first 
Saturdays  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  send  in  a  writ¬ 
ten  report  of  the  number  of  feet  of  hose  in  possession  of 
each  company  fit  for  service,  and  the  condition  of  their 
buildings  and  apparatus 

Section  5.  For  the  services  of  the  Chief  Engineer  hegaIaries 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  $100  per  annum,  and  each  of  the 
Assistants  the  sum  of  $50.  per  annum.
